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‘Internal struggle’: nursing students blast division

Widespread charges of sub- 
jective admissior ~ and grad- 
ing policies in the Nursing 
Division will reach a climax 
tomorrow with picketing out- 
side the Science Building 

In a Concerned Nurses 
Caucus meeting Monday, 
chairperson Chris Leggett ac- 
cused the Division of 
‘“amgibuous, arbitrary and 
subjective grading’’ and 
called for picketing during a 
grievance committee hearing 
in Science 334 at 3 p.m. tomor- 
row 

“It's an internal struggle, "’ 
explained Leggett. ‘Molly 
(division chairperson Molly 
Goldberg) can do anything she 
wants. It’s like a little society 
on the third floor of the Science 
Building. That's why we need 
outside help, outside pressure 

“I think for the university 
and community to become 
aware and concerned about 
our dilemna will serve as a 
Pandora's Box and things will 
Start happening.” 

The Concerned Nurses 
Caucus (CNC) is a branch of 
the 7000-member Student 
Nurses Association of Califor- 
nia (SNAC). Leggett is Direc- 
tor of Legislation for SNAC. 


a year to repeat this one week, 
she was screwed over again,” 
said Leggett 

After weeks of pressuring 
faculty into giving leadership 
evaluations to students, 
Swagerty was told on 
November 26 she had again 
failed ‘leadership.’ Again less 
than a month before she was 
due to graduate, she passed 
the rest of her classes but was 
dropped from the program. 


Grievance Committee 


The student grievance com- 
mittee was organized in the 
spring and approved by the 
Nursing Division faculty in 
June. It was to be composed of 
four students, four faculty and 
an independent arbitrator. 
The students were chosen in 
September 

“We were told the faculty 
members wouldn't be selected 
until we filed a grievance. We 
originally filed a complaint 
against the whole department, 
but Molly said we had to be 
specific. She wanted to know 
what the grievance was so she 
could handpick’ the 
members. "’ 

The CNC then filed a 
grievance against Swagerty's

“If you don’t fight for things 
now, when a grade or your 
graduation is on the line, what 
makes you think you'll fight 
when your paycheck’s on the 
line?’’ Leggett asked the 40- 
odd nursing students at the 


CNC meeting. 
“A lot of people are 
scared,’’ Leggett later 


observed. ‘“There’s an intense 
fear of being thrown out at any 
time. If they want you they let 
your through the program. If 
they don’t they just drop you. 

“I’ve been threatened with 
expulsion several times. I 
have a 3.8 this semester and 

n to graduate in two weeks, 

t I know I could still be 
flunked out. After investing 
five and a half years of 
schooling, I still have no 
guarantee that I'll graduate.’’ 


Dismissal 


The chief issue to be 
contested at tomorrow’s hear- 
ing is the dismissal of Helen 
Swagerty. 

“ year,”’ Leggett said, 
“‘they thought she was too im- 
mature and too nervous. Her 
dismissal had nothing to do 
with skill.’’ An evaluation of 
Swagerty last year stated, 
“Sometimes I get the feeling 
Helen’s anxiety level is so 
high, she stops listening.”’ 

. Swagerty failed one week of 
‘leadership’, and was forced to 
wait a full year before being 
‘readmitted into the program 
this semester. “After waiting 
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dismissal. “The division put it 
off again and again, and 
finally they appointed their 
members this morning,” 

ett said Monday. 

wagerty and the division 
will each have thirty minutes 
to present their cases in the 
open hearing. This will be 
followed by up to one-half hour 
of discussion and a half hour of 
deliberation by the com- 
mittee. 

Several influential profes- 
sors and administrators as 
well as observers from com- 
munity and professional 
organizations are expected to 
attend the hearing. 


“Molly still has the power 
to reject the recommen- 
dations of the committee,” 


Leggett noted. ‘‘Our 
immediate concern is for 
Heien to graduate. 


Ultimately, we would like to 
see a complete and impartial 
investigation of the whole 
division.”’ 

Much of the criticism 
against the division concerns 
the criteria used for selecting 
applicants to the program. 

Up to 0 points can be 
eared on the National League 
of Nursing aptitude test, 20 
points for an interview before 
a panel of pre-nursing and nur- 
sing instructors, 15 points for 
science grades, and five points 
for letters of recommen- 
dation 


“The interview panel looks 
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over an applicant’s record 
now, which wasn't true 
before,’’ explained Biclogical 
Sciences professor Dr. Robert 
Metcalf. “And the admission 
of students used to be based 
solely on the interview. Now 
there are other criteria. 

My impression is that the 
Nursing Division has made 
some big improvements in the 
scoring system. I think the 
major sources of complaints 
have been eliminated this 


semester.”

“Well, the scoring system 
is more compiex,”’ Leggett 
agreed. “ But I’m surprised he 
thinks the division is bette: 
than last year, because I think 
it's worse.”’ 

The interviewing panel, ac- 
cording to Dr. Metcalf, is com- 
posed of three members—a 
pre-nursing professor (such 
as himself), a nursing profes 
sor, and a practicing nurse. 
(Leggett, however, faced a 
pane! of five and another CNC 
member said she was inter- 
viewed by a panel of only two.) 

“In the interviews, they 
just see whether they like your 
mannerisms,’’ said Leggett. 

An anonymous nursing 
student pointed out, “The 
pane! evaluation has to be un- 
fair because I would be 
evaluated by one panel and 
someone else by another. 

“Any six applicants would 
face six different standards, 
because all the panels would 
be composed of different 
faculty members.’’ (The first 
semester student wanted to 
remain anonymous “because 
there's a lot of vindictiveness 
in the instructors, and I don’t 
feel like putting my head in the 
chopping block after all I’ve 
gone through to get this far.”’) 


Scoring system 
The scoring system for the 
interview is about as ar 


as a cloudy day. “This is 
where Hazel really got hurt,” 
acknowledged Metcalf. 

Hazel Redfern first applied 
in October, 1973. She received 
a 73.5 (out of 100) from the 
panel. Both Redfern and the 
interviewers thought she 
would receive 73.5 percent of 
the 20 points po e (14.7).. 
But she received zero points. 

The scoring system is such 
that scores of 75 and below are 
given no points, 76 is one, 77 is 
two, and on up to 95 or above, 
which is 20. 

Scoring for the National 
League of Nursing (NSN) Test 
is equally befuddling. 
Redfern, who graduated with 
honors from American River 
College, received only four of 
20 points possible for a score of 
58 on the NLN. 





Redfern attempted to reap- - 


ply in November, but was told 
she haa to ‘go through the 
same old hassle and was not 
allowed to retake the NLN 
test." The NLN instruction 
booklet states that a student 
can retake the test after a 
year’s time 

Furthermore, complaints 
about the NLN’s irrelevance 
are boutiful. ““To give the NLN 
test to someone who's trying to 
get into the nursing program 
is like giving a driving test to 


someone who's never been ina 


car,”’ offered Leggett. 

Lorna Schuman, a second 
semester nursing student, 
complained, “It only had one 
question about anatomy or 
physiology, which is most of 


‘ what you take as a pre-nursing 


student. Most of the questions 
were on physics, chemistry, 
English and history. The test 
was not designed for someone 
going into the nursing 
program.” 

“The NLN is like a general 
education test. It tested things 
like meterology, which is 
really unrelated to nursing,’ a 
third student protested. 


Subjective grading 


According to Chris Leggett, 
once a student is admitted to 
the program, he or she faces 
an antiquated, subjective, 
punitive grading system. 

‘Ninety percent of the Nur- 
sing Division faculty practices 
Subjective grading. It's a 
holdover from the old school. 
There aren't any fair, objec- 
tive standards in the program. 
The evaluations have nothing 
to do with nursing skills, just 
personality. 

“Instead of using 
evaluation to help a student, 
they use it as punishment. If 


tous. The division should spell 
out just what the re- 
quirements are, and not 
juggle them around from one 
applicant to another.”’ 

In the case of Hazel 
Redfern, “First they told me I 
didn't need to take any science 
classes. Then, after I was 
interviewed and took the NLN, 
they told me I still needed to 
take several science classes."’ 

“The counseling is really 
bad,’’ asserted Leggett. 
“They're discouraging people 
right and left. They're saying, 
‘you'll never get in’ and when 
you get in they say, ‘you'll 
never graduate.’ ”’ 

Every semester, 32 
students are selected from 
250-350 applicants to enter the 
program 

“Other departments are 
recruiting while students wait 
in line for semesters trying to 
get into the .ursing program. 
There are surpluses in the 
English, Drama and 
Education Departments. How 
about sharing the revenue?”’ 


To add to the absurdity, 
there is a severe shortage of 
nurses in the Sacramento 
area. ‘ 

The Sacramento Union (in 
“Nurse Shortage Reaches 
Critical Stage’’, October 10) 
reported, “Hospital officials 
say what was only a scarcity 
during the past year has now 
becorie a definite shortage.”’ 

‘“‘Maybe if more are 
graduated, there won't be a 
shortage,’ suggested Leggett. 
Chairperson Goldberg 
contended, “‘We could have 
admitted 150° (students “this 
semester) if we had the 
space.”’

they think a student is screw- 
ing off or if they start making 
noise like me, they go back 
and say, ‘Let’s change this 
evaluation around.’ ”’ 

“You never know when 
you're being watched in 
training—there’s always 
someone lurking around the 
comer,’’ said Leggett. 

One former nursing student 
described how she was 
conversing with a patient once 
who wanted to talk. She was 
downgraded in her midterm 
evaluation for ‘‘prying into a 
patient’s business’’; ap- 
parently an instructor was 
ee through the closed 
oor. 


Breach of rights 


Leggett believes the Nur- 
sing Division's grading 
system “is a breach of student. 
rights. It just doesn’t jibe with 
the university’s grading 
policy. 

“In other departments, if 
you fail a class, there’s no 
question that you can repeat 
it. In the Nursing Division, 
they’ll say, ‘We'll let you in 
agaia if you're real nice.’ I've 
only known of two who were 
allowed to repeat, and I’ve 
known at least 14 who tried to 
get back in.”’ 


Several nursing students 
have prescribed major 
surgery for the division's 
counsel ing. 

“We were always told 
different things,’’ related one 
student, “‘so we could never 
depend on information given 


Nurses Organization, created 
in 1972. She is concerned about 
‘‘the low incidence of 
minorities in the program. 
They're not pushing hard to 
get minorities in. 

“The most Blacks ever ad- 
mitted to the program was 
five last fall.’ Only one Black 
applicant has been accepted 
each of the last two semesters. 


Leggett has already tried 
the Administration. 

“They turned down my 
proposals. They shrugged and 
said, ‘What else is new?’. I 
went to Bond and (assistant to 
the president) Greg Thatch, 
and they just said, ‘Of course 
there’s problems, but what 
can we do about it?’ Thatch 
told me to throw my books 
against the wall rather than 
come to him with my frus- 
trations.” 

AS President Terry Frost 
has given his support to the 
CNC, and ett believes 
that much of the faculty is also 
on their side. 


“In the nursing division,” 
said Leggett, ‘‘you’ve got to be 
competitive just to survive. 
I'd like to see an end to this 
competitiveness and see the 
student nurses get together. I 
can see that happening now. 

‘‘We were afraid to support 
each other before. But we’re 
getting behind each other 
now.”’ 

Leggett is encouraging all 
CNC sympathathizers to 
picket outside the Science 
Building tomorrow at 3 p.m. 














Shell’s account was private

Stan Pretzer, CSUS 
business manager, said that 
an “off-campus” bank ac- 
count opened by David Shell 
with an unknown amount of 
advertising revenues from 
last year’s Added Dimensions, 
the faculty evaluations course 
guidebook, was a private ac- 
count. 

According to Pretzer, Shell, 
the director of the Faculty 
Evaluations Program (FEP), 
opened the private account 
under the name of ‘Added 
Dimensions’ himself 
designated as the only person 
authorized to withdraw any 
monies from that account. 

Pretzer said that he has 
received a cashier's check for 
the remaining amount of 
money in the account which he 
said was “‘between $400 and 
$500... He added that ‘we 
withdrew the money from the 
account immediately and 
closed the account.”’ 

“I think the Evaluations 
Program falls under the Dean 
of Students (Norm Better),”’ 
Pretzer said in reference to 
who would be responsible for 
possible disciplinary action. 
“It’s in their (Better's) area,” 
he added. He said _ that 
‘President James Bond has to 
make the ultimate decision.”’ 

Floyd Mullinix, associate 
vice president for academic 
affairs, said ‘“‘I have no in- 
formation; no information on 
Shell's conduct has been

Mullinix would have input in 
recommendations to 
President Bond on possible 
disciplinary action since his 
office hired Shell as a part- 
time instructor. 


Norm Better, dean of 
Students, said that he hadn't 
received any information on a 
private bank account opened 
by Shell with Added Dimen- 
sions advertising revenues, 
but ‘disciplinary action can 
be taken by my office if anyth- 
ing is found because Dave 
Sheil is more of a student than 


a faculty member" Better 
added that if possible charges 
were forwarded by his office 
and Mullinix they could be in 
the form of “recommen- 
dations for the President 
(Bond) to act on.”’ 

Shell, when questioned by 
the Hornet on the amount of 
advertising revenues 
collected for last year’s Added 
Dimensions replied “I'm not 
going to tell you.’’ When fur- 
ther questioned on what 
advertising rates were used in 
last year's publication, he 
said, “That depends,”’ and 
declined to elaborate further. 


No IRA plans yet, 
but being worked on

With the new year and the 
state funding of Instruc- 


tionally Related Activities 
(IRA) rapidly approaching, 
Sac State still has no im- 
plementation plans. 

But it is being worked on 

Tonight, Dean of Students 
Norm Better, Associated 
Students (AS) President 
Terry Frost and Lee Nichols 
will be meeting to draw up 
recommendations on forming 
a committee to deal with state 
IRA allocations. Nichols is the 
communications studies 
department chair responsible 
for two IRA programs, foren- 
sics and KERS radio. 

Hopefully the trio will be 
able to pass their recommen- 
dations onto CSUS President 
James Bond by Monday, 
Better said. Any committee 
‘ormed will likely have ad- 
ninistration, faculty and 
student representation and 
will probably be meeting over 
the semester, he added. 

AB 3116, signed by Gov. 
Reagan in September, 
provides for the funding of 
IRA by the state. It takes 
effect Jan 1. Formeriy many 
IRA programs were sup- 
ported by student government 
on most campuses. At Sac 
State the AS funded women's 


studies, business simulation, 
barrios art, chicanito science 
project, the main and student 
art galleries, forensics, 
KERS, theater arts, marching 
band, music, State Hornet, 
men's and women's athletics. 

CSUS is expected to receive 
approximately $160,000. In the 
past IRA has been financed by 
the AS in the $110,000 range. 

The primary job of any 
committee formed will be to 
make recommendations to 
Bond on how the money should 
be divided among the 
programs and exactly which 
programs qualify under AB 
3116. Bond has final authority 
in the decision making. 

“No one has ever been 
funded adequately,’’ Better 
pointed out. Athletics would 
easily be justified in $1,000,000 
he said. Theater arts or any 
other program deserve more 
funding, he emphasized. 

Sac State’s AS was 
instrumental in the passage of 
AB 3116. Under the leadership 
of Dean Garrison, last year’s 
AS Senate chair, and this 
year’s AS officers, the AS 
refused to fund IRA any 
longer. 

It claimed that since IRA 
was essential to the academic 
program, it deserved first

Don't let stores fool you

Times are hard. Very hard. 

The large grocery stores 
are using a variety of tricks to 
discourage consumerism.

Goods that do not 
sell at one store and must be 
removed from the shelves, 
(even though they have not 
reached their expiration 
date), are invariably sent to 
the Broadway Farmer's, the 
employee said.

(ZNS) A series of studies on 
the effects of smoking, com- 
piled by the U.S. Department 
of Health, Education and 
Welfare, has confirmed that 
non-smokers who are confined 
in rooms with smokers inhale 
significant amounts of 
tabacco smoke. 

One study cited states that 
if there are 16 smokers at a 
cocktail party in a poorly ven- 
tilated room, every non- 
smoker in that room con- 
sumes the equivalent of one 
cigarette each hour merely by 
being in the room and 
breathing. 

The H.E.W. survey also 
found that it is not the exhaled 
smoke of tobacco users that is 
the most harmful to non- 
smokers. Instead, says 
HE.W., the most harmful 
substance is that known as 
‘Sidestream Smoke’’—which 
isthe smokey substance given 
off by burning tobacco which 
is not inhaled by a smoker. 

H.E.W. found that this 
‘“Sidestream smoke’”’ is higher 
in ‘Cadmium’ than is inhaled 
smoke. Cadmium, H.E.W. 
Says, is associated with em- 
physema and arteriosclerosis.

Linda Ronstadt’s latest 
album on Capitol is a work of 
country art. It is obvious that 
“Ronstadt is happy doing the 
type of music she is, rather 
than the rock music she 
recorded at the beginning of 
her career. 

The album, Heart Like A 
Wheel, features such per- 
formers as Tim Schmidt of 
Poco, the Eagles, and Maria 
Muldaur, who sings harmony 
vocals on the title cut. 

The highlight of the album, 
as far as I'm concerned, is an 
old country favorite, * Willin,”’ 
written by il George. The 
song is about the life of atruck 
driver and features such 
lyrics as: ‘‘Well, if you give 
me Weed, Whites, and Wine. 
And you show me a sign, then 
I’ be willin—to be moving.”’ 

Another fine cut on the LP 
is a James Taylor tune en- 
titled ‘‘You Can Close Your 
Eyes.”

Finding an album called 
Nutz is a surprise in itself, but 
discovering the group Nutz is 
just as creative as their album 
cover comes as a pleasant 
shock.

Kohntarkosz

Magma is a European 
group with classical training. 
Their music takes advantage 
of the precise melodies of clas- 
sical music, and the powerful 
rhythm of rock and roll. 

The title track to their 
latest album Kohntarkosz is a 
half-hour melage of basic rock 
structures and baroque-clas- 
sical soundings. Music such as 
this is not based on the A-flat 
or B-minor blues scales, it is 
generally chromatic with key 
changes thrown in. It is 
usually known as ‘‘progres- 
sive rock’’ and in order to ap- 
preciate it, you really have to 
“get into it.’’ 

When Judy Coilins or Elton 
John sing a song, your either 
going to like it the first time, or 
not. But with a half-hour piece, 
you won't even be able to 
remember what you heard. 
So, the idea is play once, twice, 
and so on. 

There are some beautiful 
melodies here. The organ is 
the strongest sound 
throughout the album. The 
bass player, Jannick Top, fills 
in the open spaces brilliantly. 
Unfortunately, the great ma- 
jority of the sound lacks direc- 
tion and control. The vocals 
sound like something you

would here at a Christening. 
And the rhythm just doesn’t fit 
in with the rest of the music. 

There have recently been 
many classically-oriented 
rock groups coming over from 
Europe. Focus, Triumvirate, 
and PFM are genuinely 
talented, and produce some of 
the most brilliant and in- 
tricate music in the world 
today. But Magma is a poor 
imitation. I could sympathize 
with some red-necked boogie 
lover who would cali this 
album “A bunch of noise’’, 
because that’s what it is, ex- 
cept for a few good moments. 
Now it’s not that some of the 
individual members are not 
talented, it’s just that they 
don't form a very good group. 

It really is too bad, because 
I happen to like progressive 
rock. But even the other cut on 
the album, Ork Alarm, by Jan- 
nick Top (Everything else was 
written by the drummer, 
Christian Vander) and 
Coltrane Sundia, lack any kind 
of emotional excitement or 
intellectual stimulation. 

Coltrane Sundia is probably 
the best cut on the album. It 
features some jazz style piano 
work and tight rhythm. But 
even it is net really worth 
listening to, which means that 
the whole album is not worth 
looking at. If only the group 
could pull some of those nice 
melodies out of Kohntarkisz 
and work on it; then they 
mighi be able to make some 
fine music. 

Before they do that, some of 
the members of the group will 
have to learn to play their 
instruments.

Rockefeller wealth en bloc 


Nelson Rockefeller's 
contention, or at least that of 
his allies in Congress and on 
certain editorial pages, is that 
an inquiry into his wealth 
which also includes that of his 
family's is an invasion of 
privacy. However, denials by 
him and the Rockefeiler finan- 
cial manager, J. Richardson 
Dilworth, don’t obviate the 
chain of evidence showing no 
functional division exists 
between his wealth and that of 
his relatives. 

It is effectively ad- 
ministered en bloc by an outfit 
known as Rockefeller Family 
and Associates, dving 
business from Room 5600, 30 
Rockefeller Plaza, N.Y., N.Y. 
That this centralized control is 
real, that it exists is fully 
demonstrated by instances 
like the massive, contem- 

poraneous investments in the 

Chrysler Corporation by both 

the Rockefeller charitable and 

for-profit trusts. It was these 
investments that put Mr. 

Dilworth on Chrysler’s board 

of directors. 

Dilworth and 14 
colleagues connected with 
Rockefeller Family and As- 
sociates are on so many 
boards of directors that their 
participation in the 
automobile, banking, 
department store and airline 
industries is thought by some 
to offend the Clayton Antitrust 
Act. The Rockefellers cover 
their tracks, but careful read- 
ing of such best sellers as Stan- 
dard and Poor's Register 
shows that over the years 
RF&A people have held down 
at least 118 seats on the boards 
of 97 companies with com- 
bined assets of $70 billion. The 
combined assets of  cor- 
porations for which there is 

. Some reason to believe that 
RF&A has a possible board 
level interlock is $640 billion or 
roughly half the Gross 
National Product. 


Bad Political Zoology 


This isn’t your average 
Middle-American billionaire, 
tycoon family like, say, J. 
Paul Getty’s or the Shah of 
Iran’s. So those who argue 
that investigating the whole 
Rockefeller octopus is an in- 
vasion of privacy don’t con- 
sider that the Rockefellers 
might be invading our collec- 
tive privacy. We're invited to 


confine our examination to the 
suction cups on Nelson's ten- 
tacle alone, and that’s bad 
politica! zoology. 

The Eastern Es- 
tablishment’s revealing 
hysteria at the thought that 
the Rockefeller wealth might 
be—not confiscated—but 
merely publicized serves to 
remind us how this group 
doesn’t want the subject of 
who owns American brought 
up. Not since the work of the 
Temporary National 
Economic Committee 35 years 
ago has there been a study of 
the ownership of this nation we 
pay rent to live in. ‘Tis a pity 
that John D. Rockefeller III, 
who spends so much treasure 
issuing feeble-minded, 
platitudinous reports on the 
great issues of the day, hasn't 
financed a study of this 
nature, but the brother 
couldn’t spare a dime. 

The defenders of the much 
put-upon Nelson Rockefeller 
would have us direct our ef- 
forts toward proving the Vice 
President-designate has com- 
mitted a conflict of 
interest—as though he were a 
Nixon-era  bagman with a 
money-filled attache case 
creeping about to corrupt as- 
signations with Department of 
Agriculture officials to get a 
three-cents raise for the cocoa 
oil subsidy. Ridiculous. Once 
again we're being told to go 
find a smoking gun; but the 
question isn’t whether Nelson 
Rockefeller has committed a 
conflict of interest, it is 
whether he himself, or as a 
represent ative of his class, is a 
conflict of interest. 

No. he isn't looking for a 
special handout, but he’s com- 
mitted to a generalized policy 
of handouts. The pattern of 
RF&A investments shows he, 
in common with his fellow non- 
free enterprise capitalists, is 
inextricably involved with 
just the kind of businesses that 
only survive off government 
subsidies. The testimony 
before the House Judiciary 
Committee demonstrated how 
RF&A backed out of European 
high-technology __ industries, 
when those governments 
refused to shoulder the risks 
and costs of research and 
development for privately 
owned firms.

Fuel for arming campus police

The brutal murder of a San 
Diego State University coed 
early last week and the case of 
a group rape of another coed in 
a fraternity house at Chico 
State University may provide 
the fuel to rekindle the con- 
troversy of arming campus 


security officers here at 
CSUS. 
Women's __ activists, ac- 


cording to reports from San 
Diego, are already ciamoring 
for protection. And SDSU 
President Barge Golding has 
reportedly told student 
leaders that consideration is 
being made on the possibility 
of arming campus officers 

The victim was Tanya Gar- 
dini of Walnut Creék. who was 
strangled and stabbed in her 
dormitory at San Diego State 
University 


Women's activists are also 
ready to take their case to the 
board of trustees of the 
California State University 
and Colleges. Aside from last 
week's savage murder, they 
have strong arguments to 
pressure officials 

It has been reported that 
the Women’s Center on the 
‘30,000-student San Diego cam- 
pus has had eight rapes this 
year, but no charges have 
been formally filed. 

Rape cases and attempted 
rapes have been reported on 
CSUS’ campus last year and a 
number of victims dramatized 
the severity of the problem by 
speaking at classes and writ- 
ing personal articles in the 
Hornet of the horrid attacks 

The Chico State Incident 
has led to the expulsion of 
three students, who are under 
investigation in connection 
with the charges made by an

Care of ski equipment 
should begin as soon as use 
begins. Checking your skiis 
after each trip will enable you 
to detect any damage before it 
becomes major and costly 

The most common “in- 
jury” to skiis occurs on the 
bottom running surface. A 
certain amount of scratching 
and gouging occurs with every 
run. This type of damage is 
usually minimal to begin with. 
but eventually builds up 
Periodically patching gouged 
bottoms, and hot-waxing skiis 
helps prevent this problem. 

The gouges and deep scrat- 
ches must be filled with afresh 
polyethelene material, 
available at most ski shops in 
the form of polyethelene can- 
dies. This material is 
available in many colors so 
you can match the patching to 
your skiis 

To apply, light the candle 
and let the melted wax drip 
into the damaged areas. 


Scrape away the excess wax 
when you are finished. 

You can run your skiis on 
the polvethelene finish, but it 
is usually preferable to alsc

hot wax the skiis. The wax will 
fill in the areas that the filler 
will not, gives added protec- 
tion, and provides a smooth 
running surface. 

Hot waxing is available at 
most ski shops for a price or 
you can do it yourself. Wax 
kits comes with different 
colors of wax for different 
types of snow. Instructions in 
the box will tell you which wax 
is best for which type of ski 
condition. 

The easiest method of hot 
waxing is probably the pain- 
ting method. Simply melt the 
bar of wax in a pot—a coffee 
can will do—and brush the 
wax on with a paintbrush two 
inches is a good size). 

Use a metal scraper to 
finish the ski bottoms. Scrape 
lightly from tip to tail. A play- 
tic or wood scraper should be 
used to remove the excess wax 
from the edges. And a table 


knife is easiest to use in 
removing wax from the 
groove. 


Painting the wax on is 
especially good for wet snow 
Racers use this method for 
long, high-speed courses
